The show 
consists mainly of Mark Twain 
(age 70) relating certain humor- 
ous aspecis oi his iife siyie and 
experience as well as a selected 
reading from “The Adventures 
of Huckieberry Finn”. When 
performing on stage, Wait will 
be required to portray the 
elderly Twain as well as various 
other characters from “Huck- 
leberry Finn”. This illusion is 
very difficult since, while still in 
character and using the oid 
man's voice, Walt will attempt 
to sound like the young Huck- 
leberry. 

Walt’s previous roles in Gray- 
fing inctude: Snoopy, “You're a 
Good Man. Charlie Brown"; 
Cornelius Hackle, “Hello Dolly”; 
and Tevye in “Fiddler on the 
Roof". He also appeared in 
“Fiddler on the Roof" as Lazar 
Woif last winter at Michigan 
State University.

Department of Defense. Housed in four large vans with expandable 
sides, the exhibit is an interesting and educational display 
Admission is free. 

Each branch of the armed services, Army, Navy, Air Force, and 
Marines, will be represented in the display, with one van for each 
unit. According to Air Force Colonel Robert J. Spence, Project 
Officer, the exhibit vans will use the most modern equipment and 
techniques to enhance the presentations making them entertaining 
as well as educational. 


All of the exhibits will celebrate the accomplishments of the ° 


armed forces throughout our nation's 200 years. 

The Army exhibits will objectively portray the Army's history 
and contributions to the Nation in six areas: Wartime Role, Military 
Governing: Community Assistance, Technology and Medicine; 
Exploration; and Contributions to the Nation. The “walk-through” 
exhibits will allow visitors to move through the vans in a circular 
paftern.

$5,000 grant 

to leave 


A bunch of the guys were sitting around 
brainstorming on the problems of the day—specifically 
on some welfare problems. 

Included in the group were Dr. John T. Dempsey, 
director of the Michigan Department of Social Services; 
Wilber Cohen of the University of Michigan, who was 
Kennedy-era Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare; Dr. Dan Kruger, expert in labor and manpower 
and such things at Michigan State University; and 
maybe One or two others. 

One of the guys threw out the idea that one way 


Michigan might be able ta cut its welfare costs would 


be to pay a reverse bounty. 

For all welfare recipients who would agree to leave 
the state border, give them its best wishes and check 
for $5,000 each. 

Radical as it may sound, a going-away check for 
$5,000 to get a perennial off the welfare rolls would be 
money ahead for the state. 

At least, that’s the way the idea got some airing, 
according to Dr. Kruger, who was one of the 
brainstormers and who outlined the thought at a recent 
convention of the Michigan Press Association. 

Kruger said the idea really wasn’t considered 
seriously, because of too many problems involved in 
putting it into effect. But he brought an otherwise 
drowsy audience of editors and publishers toward the 
edge of their chairs with the thought anyway. 

Apparently the idea brushed around enough to 
require a more formal denial from Dr. Dempsey. 
Appearing in public print the week after Kruger’s rather 
informal mention of the idea was Dempsey’s assertion 


around in this department.” 

Identifying Cohen as the originator of the idea at 
the brainstorm session, Dempsey also turned more 
specifically to some of the problems to which Dan 
Kruger had merely alluded. 

“What if someone came in and said ‘! need $2,000 
to go look for ajob in another state,’ and he came back 
two months later without one?” Dempsey commented. 

‘And what if another state offered $6,000 for 
people to leave there?” 

Dempsey indicated there might be some conflict 
with the U.S. Supreme Court ruling on welfare 
residency, or the idea might even be illegal. 

‘| can’t see how the federal- government would 
contribute money for any one state to pay money ta 
send people to another state,” Dempsey said. 


“'*" True, it des ‘sound a bit iNogical. But then, that 
would be in keeping with how some of our welfare and. 
“compensation programs work in practice, wouldn't it? 


For example, like when someone who is 
unemployed can he paid more money from government 
than many working families who are not on welfare? 

Or when Michigan can set its benefits so high that 
they attract the idled and the dependent from other 
parts of the country, creating virtual traffic jams in 
some staieline counties? 

So ! would suggest to Dr. Dempsey: Don't sell the 
federal government short on some of these plans, or 
the state either, for that matter. 

Maybe the farewell grant is worth serious 
consideration. 

i would offer one other way to reduce the welfare 
burden might be to tighten up on welfare eligibility and 
to make the benefits somewhat less attractive. 

But then, that’s almost as radical and illogical as a 
$5,000 grant to leave the state, isn’t it?
